Hay Fever Victims On Lookout For Relief 


Go up and down the streets of Washing­ 
ton C. H. and other places in F a y e 11 e 
County, any day now, and we ll guess 
that you’ll encounter an unusual number 
of people this season, suffering with the 
so-called “hay fever '. 
Those of us fortunate enough «iol to be 
seriously bothered, should feel very grate- 
iul as there are few discomforts that are 
worse. 
We noticed in one newspaper that about 
a century ago. Dr, 
Oliver 
W e n d e l l 
Holme, said that in his opinion the only 
sure cure for hay fever was “gravel. . . 
taken eight feet deep.” His pessimism 
on the subject, though radical, has cer­ 
tainly been justified up until now: doc­ 
tors, despite the fact that they can pro­ 
vide temporary relief for 75 percent of 
hav lover suiierers. are not much closer 
t 
finding a positive remedy than t h e y 
v.ere IOO years ago. 
In providing relief for victims, doctors 
have perfected a solution containing the 
offending pollen which if injected period­ 
ically. can alleviate the symptoms. There 
are also some drugs on the market which 
reportedly do a similar job. 
But so far as a positive cure is c o n ­ 
cerned, medical authorities can o f f e r 
only slightly less uncompromising advice 
than Dr. Holmes. They say the best pro­ 
tection against the wracking sneezes and 
wheezes, the sniffles and eye-watering 
Ai at tortures “hay feventes” from rn I d- 
August to frost-time, is a trip lo ragweed- 
less Europe or a three-month cruise IOO 
miles out to sea. 


Sick Nations 
It has been obvious for a long time that 
France is a sick nation, economically and 
politically. The latest expression of it is 
the paralyzing strikes aimed at govern­ 


ment policies instituted by the new pre­ 
mier, Joseph Laniel, to help cure some of 
the country’s worst economic ills. 
Of course, the basic illness is political 
The French government is paralyzed by 
existence of too many political parties 
that prevent any coordinated program or 
long-range planning to meet its econom­ 
ic problems. No party has a large enough 
majority to put together a government 
that will last more than a few weeks. 
In France, as in Italy, 
the extreme 
right and the extreme left can m u s t e r 
enough votes to overthrow any govern­ 
ment and it is a paradox to find these two 
groups cooperating. The Reds oppose for 
the sake of opposition. To stir up strife 
is their means of gaining power. The ex­ 
treme right, motivated bv nationalism 
and a desire to preserve the status quo 
all costs, make queer allies for the 
Communists. Should the Reds seize pow­ 
er, this group would be the first to be 
liquidated. 
This situation is slowly undermining 
these democratic states. Eventually, as 


a n antidote for anarchy, both France and 
Italy could turn to strong-man, dictator­ 
ial rule. The present situation of polit­ 
ical and economic chaos and incoherence 
cannot exist forever
